Response to Amendment 

The claims filed 3/23/201 1 are not being entered because they raise new issues 
for claims 53-57, 60, and 67. While a claim with all the limitations of claim 51 had been 
considered before, the remainder of the claims never included the limitation "and an 
antifoulant". The remarks will be considered as they related to claim 51 only. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/23/201 1 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The Applicant has made the argument that there is no evidence that the 
organosilyl ester of Plehiers is present in the final paint composition. This is not 
persuasive because it is present in a composition that is used for painting. It is noted 
that a "paint composition" is merely a recitation of an intended use. A recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

The Applicant has stated that the composition of Slater is hydrolysable, while the 
coating of Slater is not. It is the composition of Slater that is being used to reject the 
claims. Since the coating is hydrolysable, the limitations are met.
